The bullet which was fired into his 
shoulder will be remoyed today, dve- 
tors thinking it advisable to take sev- 
eral X-rays before the operation is 
performed. 

He declared that he was _ visiting 
Miss Jones when the attack on his life 
was made and believes the two men 
were the same ones who flogged him 
on Colonial Drive several weeks 
azo.

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KILLING OFFICER 


Matt Alexander, negro, 
confessed to police Sergeants J. M. 
Chambers and W. P. Reed, that he 
was the slayer of Jonas Aiken, super- 
numerary policeman and superinten- 
dent of the signal system. 

Alexander, who lives at 33 Love- 
joy street, was arrested Monday 
morning by the two sergeants who 
were working on a tip furnished by 
W. A. Dunn, negro undertaker, for 
whom Alexander had worked for a 
number of years. The officers found 
the slayer seated in a chair, sobbing, 
with his head in his hands. 

He confessed as soon as the offi- 
cers entered the room, declaring that 
the shooting was an accident, the pis- 
to] being discharged while he was 
scuffling with the officer who’ was 
beating him over the head with a 
black-jack. 

Aiken was fatally shot Saturday 
night when he attempted to settle an 
argument between two boisterous 
negroes, Alexander being one of the 
participants. 

The following story was told by 
the confessed slayer to police Mon- 
day night: 

“None of us knew he was a po- 
liceman. We were walking along 
and suddenly this man ran up to us 
in his shirt sleeves, with a pistol in 
his hand, and began beating me over 
the head.

Washington, December 
Following the Woodrow 
memorial services today, 
sentative La Guardia, of 
York, offered a resolution to grant 
Mrs. Edith Bolling Wilson an 
annual pension of $5,000. Widows 
of other presidents receive similar 
allowances, 
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y and an even better instrument. 
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Washington, December 15.—‘‘ Wood- 
row Wilson sought to give the tweu- 
tieth century a faith to inspire it and 
to justify the sacrifice of millions of 
lives in the yreat war, and if tneie 
was failure it was humanity’s fail- 
ure,’ Dr. Edwin A. Alderman, presi- 
dent of the University of Virginia, 
declared at joint congressional memo- 
rial services for the war president 
held today in the chamber of the 
house of representatives. 

‘lo make him, the one undaunted 
advocate of those hopes, the scape- 
goat of a world collapse,” Dr. Alder- 
man said, “is to visit upon him in jus- 
tice so cruel that it must perish of its 
own reason.” 

Speaking in the place where Wilson 
delivered the address that carried his 
country into the world conflict, the 
University of Virginia president de- 
clared he could not envisage Wilsoa 
as a failure as he came back from 
the Paris peace conference bearing the 
covenant of the league of nations and 
the ° “imperfect” treaty of Versailles. 

Vietor and Conqueror. 

“I envisage him rather as a victor 
and conqueror as he returned to 
America,” he said, ‘“‘untouched’§ by 
sordidness or dishonor, unsurpassed in 
moral devotion, and offering to his 
country leadership in the broadest 
and worthiest cause in al] the story 
of human struggle for a better life.” 

Dr. Alderman said it was not for 
him to undertake the task of appor- 
tioning “with nice justice the respon- 
sibility for the cauldron of heat and 
‘sweltered venom’ of deadlock and in- 
decision, of partisanship and pas- 
sion, in which for weary months this 
largest question of modern times 
boiled and bubbled.” 

“Other ages will make that solemn 
appraisement,” he added. “I may be 
permitted the reflection that some- 
thing less of malice in the hearts of 
his enemies and something more of | 
compromise in his own heart, and‘ 
something more of political genius and 
firm purpose in the hearts of those | 
who kept the faith, and there migii | 
have been another world.

“His countrymen do _ not tattle 
about Washington's blazing profanity 
at Monmouth, but see his stately 
figure riding into the storm of bat- 
tle beneath the tattered flag of a 
new nation he would fain bring into 
the world. 
Lincoln’s choice of companions or his 
taste in anecdotes or his cunning in 
politi¢s; but they read incised on 
white marble walls the sacred poems 
‘which his literary genius has left to 
posterity; behold him in the night 
‘watches correcting his mistakes and 
using even his humility as a sword 
with. which to carve out the victory 
of his cause. And so it will be with 
Woodrow Wilson in the long perspec- 
tive of years. 

“His ambition. to serve his country 
Was as intense as Cromwell's,” he con- 
tinued. “It was not easy for him to 
forget and forgive. The pride of right- 
eousness froze the more genial cur- 
rents of his soul, but he was willing 
to die and did die to guarantee to 
humble men a fairer chance in a juster 
world, and therefore the savage as- 
saulte of his enemies will shrivel into 
the insignificance of Horace Greeley’s 
editorials against Lincoln’s policies, 
or the futility of the early century 
pamphleteers against Thomas Jeffer- 
son, and his mere detractors will them- 
selves either attain a repellant fame 
as detractors of greatness or else they 
will pass out of memory.” 

Distinguished Company Present. 

Former cabinet officers, who shared 
his burden of war and its aftermath, 
members of the supreme court and en- 
voys of foreign governments, with 
Mrs. Wilson and members of his fam- 
ily, and special guests, sat with sen- 
ators and representatives as Dr. AIl- 
derman delivered the formal oration.

“Over a period of two months, my 
mail was opened regularly before I 
receivec it.

“Employees of the prison have 
worked under great hardshup, and the 
probe has completely destroyed the 
prison routine and the morale of its 
workers.

be given $20,000 annually, with rela- 
tive increases for others cf the federal 
judiciary. The increases, witnesses 
said, would total $743,000. 

Members of the house judiciary com- 
mittee in the afternoon also heard 
a number of lawyers, many of whom 
had appeared at the senate hearings, 
urge favorable action on a bill by 
Chairman Graham, also of Pennsyl- 
vania, carrying provisions similar te 
those in the Ikeed measure. 

A salary that would enable federal 
judges to live in “modest dignity” was 
advocated at both meetings hy At- 
torney General Stone, who said two 
judges had resigned since he had as- 
sumed his present post and others 
mignt follow, due to inadequate sal- 
aries, 

Chairman Sterling, of the senate 
subcommittee, inquired if any move 
for this Legislation had been initiated 
by the judges and was informed by 
witnesses that it had not. Senator 
Walsh, democrat, Montana, a_ sub- 
committee member, pointed out that 
this salary condition does not pertain 
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sulely to judges, the scientists em- 
ployed by the government being faced | 
by a like situation. 

Reasons advenced for favorable con- 
sideration of the measures included 
the greater burdens placed upo. courts 
by regulatory Jegislation, higher sal- 
aries paid state judges, desirability of 
having men free from financial wor- 
ries to insure better work, increases 
in fees paid attorneys in the past 20 
years, the greater number of equity 
receiverships, and the increase in the 
number of lawyers practicing in fed- 
eral courts.

The Cure of Hemorrhoids. 
‘From a consideration of the causes 
of piles (hemorrhoids) which I have 
described in recent articles here, it 


should be clear that one subject to 
the condition must sedulously avoid 
_the use of the common physics which 
‘almost invariably contain aloes. or 
aloin and similar “vegetable” or 
“herb” cathartics which tend to in- 
duce and aggravate hemorrhoids. The 
individual subject to hemorrhoids 
ougnt to depend on natural means— 
proper dict, habit and general exer- 
cise—to “regulate” the bowel. Of 


course the condition itself sometimes 


causes q state of constipation which 
can be relieved only through the cure 
of the piles. Although the enema or 
injection habit is generally far worse 
than the physic habit or constipation 
itself, in some cases of hemorrhoids 
it is advisable to inject about an ounce 
of tepid water or liquid petrolatum to 
assist when there is inflammation and 
much pain. 

Now and then spontaneous cure of 
piles occurs in the manner [ have 
described in a previous article here. 
The dilated (varicose) vein becomes 
infected and inflamed (which means 
phlebitis) and the blood within the in- 
flamed vein clots and after 
intense suffering the clot’ is expelled 
by rupture of the vein, and healing 
follows, with sear formation of course, 
which obliterates the affected portion 
of the vein. That constitutes a natural 
cure. It is fortunate that the physi- 
cian can shorten the period of suffer- 
ing in such a case by lancing the 
vein and so aiding the expulsion of 
the clot. Sometimes the inflamma- 
tion of the pile goes on to suppura- 
tion, and that means abscess. 

This natural cure of piles is so 
rare that few know it ever happens 
at all. Of econrse there are usually 
several hemorrhoids present, and a 
natural cure of one would not prevent 
subsequent “attacks” inyolving the 
others. , 

It is sometimes asserted by those 


suffering indefinitely, that piles ‘“‘re- 
turn” even after an operation for cure 
has been done. To this extent that 
is true, namely, that an individual 
who has had piles destroyed surgi- 
cally is just as likely as anybody else 
to develop piles if he commits the 
sins I have indicated as leading to 
piles. 

When not too numerous, hemor- 
rhoids may be surgically obliterated 
under local anesthesia, by any good 
surgeon. No specialist is needed. 

It is a favorite song of the quacks 
that “piles do not require the knife.” 
That is quite true. Seldom is a knife 
employed in the surgical treatment 
of piles. But charlatans who purport 
to cure piles “without surgery” de- 
eeive their victims grievously, for the 
several methods they employ for the 


obliteration of piles are as truly sur- 
gical as the ligature of an artery or 
the use of a enutery is. 

Compared with an “attack of piles” 
the surgical eure is a great comfort 
from beginning to end and with all 
the modern tacilities and knowledge 
to make such treatment safe and effec- 
tive it is indeed foolish for anybody 
to suffer or be disabled from repeated 
attacks of hemorrhoids.

The hearts of a thousand needy little children of our public schools 
are centering this week on the Christmas headquarters of the Better Films 
committee at 228 Peachtree street, where they hope Santa is leaving some- 
thing for them to make Christmas come real and true instead of just an 
ordinary day jn the week. 

That the hearts of an equal number of Atlantans be likewise directed 
is the prayer of the Better Films committee, which for three years now 
has had charge of this real Christmas giving, and which asks that all 
those who wish to enjoy the holiday season in a genuine way will re- 
spond by leaving their clothing, toys and candy to be distributed in turn 
to these children at their own schools, Saturday, the 20th. 

The committee, headed by Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, as chairman of 
the Better Films association, with Mrs. Newton C. Wing. as chairman for 
the Christmas giving and Mrs. Porter Langston as co-chairman, is handling 
this in the most systematic way possible, wishing to avoid overlapping 
with other Christmas agencies. This city-wide committee is being assisted 
in the work of securing the names of children by the public school teachers 
and by the Junior Red Cross, the lists finally being gone over by the 
Family Welfare society, formerly the Associated Charities. The names of 
about one thousand children which are finally taken over by the Films 
Christmas committee are those of children who need not only toys, but 
in thousands of cases, the barest necessities of life. 

“For weeks,” says Mrs. Wing, chairman of the committee, “‘my heart 
has been aching as these lists have been coming. in from the schools, and 
I have seen how pitifully few of the teachers have asked far toys, because 
1 know that means the poor kiddies need other things so much more. 
Some of them even have to stay home from school, wrapped in quilts, 
because they have no clothes to wear.”

“I feel 
that Atlanta is to become a great 
city and I am certainly proud to be 
the first British consul to come 
here.”’

MRS. SWEETIN SAYS 


PONFESSIN FALSE 


Mount Vernon, Ill., December lo. 


‘On the witness stand today for the 


‘second time in her own behalf, Mrs. 


| 


Iiisie Sweetin, who with Lawrence 
M. Hight, former pastor, is charged 
with the murder by poison of her 
husband and Mrs. Anna Hight, told 
Judze Kern that she had signed a 
confession that she gave her husband 
poison three times—-once in candy, 
once in oatmeal and once in tomato 
soup—but declared that it was not 
true. 

“I signed it because Hight told 
me to.” she said. “I mever poisoned 
my husband. : 

“He told me when they left him 
in the room with me at the Mount 
Vernon courthouse that everybody be- 
lieved I had poisoned my husband and 
that there was a mob -forming, and 
unless I confessed, the officers would 
let the mob get us and hang us,” Mrs. 
Sweetin asserted. “I believed what 
he told me and I signed the con- 
fession, but it is not true.” 

Battle All Day. 

Mrs. Sweetin’s second appearance 
on the stand came in connection with 
the efforts of the state to introduce 
as evidence the statement she signed. 

The battle over the admission of 
this document as evidence continued 
from the early morning session and it 
was late in the afternoon when Mrs. 
Sweetin nerself was called to the stand. 

Mrs. Sweetin told of being question- 
ed all night after her arrest, but said 
she had answered all questions will- 
ingly, as she thought if she could ex- 
plain everything ‘‘they would let me go 
home.” 

It was after Hight, her alleged pas: 
tor-lover, had been in the room with 
her that she agreed to sign a state- 
ment and she told on the witness stand 
her version of what happened during 
the time they remained together. 

Refused to Kiss Him. 

“He tried to kiss me while we were 
there, but I wouldn't let him,” she 
said. 

“He told me that he would make it 
all right later, that he would go back 
to his first confession that he had 
poisoned my husband,” she explained, 
“ond I believed what he said. I signed 
the statement that was written by Mr. 
Thompson, (Prosecutor Frank _G, 
Thompson, who was at that time 
state’s attorney.)” 

On cross examination, Mrs. Sweetin 
repeated over and over again in reply 
to questions “I told what Hight told 
me to tell.”

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PATH PAST BIER

Gompers Train En Route to Wash- 
ington, D. C., Vincennes, Ind., De 
cember 15.—Footfalls of Americas 
army of lahor continued today almost 
endlessly to beat a rhythmic march 
of devotion past the bier of Samuel 
Gompers, as the train carrying his 
body pusbed across Ilinois, Indiana 
and Ohio on the way to Washington. 
The new carpet placed besides the 
coffin showed a badly-worn path by 
nightfall. 

Following the demonstration at St. 
Louis, where a continuous file went 
through the car mere than four hours 
during the morning, other thousands 
came to look upon the face of the 
dead at Flora, Ul.; Vincennes, Wash- 
ington, Mitchell and North Vernon, 
Ind.. and many smaller places where 
brief stops were made. 

At Flora, railroad men were lined 
up alongside the track for more than 
a block. Their heads were bared as 
the train came in. They had left 
their engines and trains standing on 
the side-tracks and in the shope while 
they came to the funeral car. Fre- 
quently, section men at work along 
the way stopped their work, doffed 
their ‘hats and stood silent as the 
train passed. 

Though some of the railroad unions 
are not affiliated with the federation 
of labor, which Mr. Gompers helped 
to create, all have paid their respects 
to labor’s dead chieftain. The crowds 
have grown, and with them the gifts 
of flowers as the larger industrial 
centers of the country were reached. 

“The tribute to our chief has been 
more than any nnn could ask,” Mat- 
thew Woll, one of the vice presidents 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
said. “The people have shown that 
Mr. Gompers was a real leader. With 
flowers, with their presence and in 
many ways they have said it unmis- 
takably.”

ACCIDENTS CLAIM 
220 IN ATLANTA 


During 1923 Atlanta had 220 deaths 
resulting from automobile, railroad 
and other similar accidents according 
to statistics given out Monday by fed- 
eral government authorities. Of that 
number 55 deaths were caused by au- 
tomobile accidents. 

There were more deaths from acci- 
dental causes in Atlanta than in any 
other city in the state. Savannah came 
second with a total of 97. 

Fatal accidents in other Georgia 
cities were as follows: Athens, 19; 
Augusta, 56; Brunswick 19: Colum- 
bus, 45; La Grange. 12; Macon, 51, 
and Waycross, 22. Most of the deaths 
in Georgia cities were from automobile 
accidents. 

Officials of the Atlanta Safety 
council Monday pointed out that the 
total of 55 automobile deaths credited 
to Atlanta, included about 10 which 
occurred outside the city. They declar- 
ed that figures showed that only 45 
automobile deaths occurred inside city 
limits during 1923. It also was stated 
that the 1924 record—only 25 deaths 
in automobile accidents for the first 
eleven months of the year—showed a 
gratifving decline in fatalities of this 
kind.
